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Possible park may replace existing landfill

Plans for a new park were presented to the Romulus 
City Council at a study session last week, but there may be 
a catch. 

The 260-acre site of the proposed park is just north of 
Wick Elementary School and sits on top of a landfill. 
About 15 years ago giant drums containing hazardous 
waste were stored at this site, said city officials. However, 
since that time the drums have been removed and the site 
has been vacant 

A previous plan would have transformed the site into a 
golf course. That construction never occurred, despite the 
expense the city incurred for professionally prepared 
plans. 

Tim Keyes, the economic development director for the 


city, said Romulus could receive a grant to transform the 
site into a public park.

“We are one of the few communities - if not the only 
community - that is allowed to get this money directly, but 
part of that came with a bunch of ties,” said Keyes. “So, we 
have been negotiating with the state.” 

Romulus would receive a $1.8 million grant from the 
state to turn the site into an open-space public park by 


capping the site. 

“We want to use this money to correct the health and 
safety issue and specifically cap the site,” said Keyes. 

There is half a million cubic yards of soil on the site, 
dumped there during the creation of the fourth runway at 
the airport, he said. 

Keyes said the intent of the city is to use that dirt for a 
cap and then use the existing golf course drawings. The 
dirt would be pushed only to where the existing landfill is 
today. 

“We would go in and clear the trees where the landfill 
area is,” said Keyes. “We will almost build a golf course - 
type park area. At a minimum we will cap the landfill, 
have a methane gas ventilation system and have open 
green space, all with the State of Michigan’s money.”

The event, as it is today, began 
six years ago at the hands of 
Marek. At that time GM donated 
to Toys for Tots, but Marek said 
there wasn’t very much interest 
at the plant to help the cause. So, 
Marek took it upon himself to 
start collecting donations for the 
campaign. 

“I wanted to do something to 
help and I figured getting some¬ 
thing stalled would be a way to

Presidential hopeful 
visits local church

Well-known minister and presi¬ 
dential candidate the Rev. A1 
Sharpton captivated a small crowd 
of area residents Saturday when 
they gathered to hear him speak 
from the pulpit of the New Birth 
Baptist Church after a prayer 
breakfast last Saturday. 

The crowd listened as Sharpton 
spoke on varied topics including 
racial equality, the war in Iraq, the 
state of the economy and lifting up 
the African-American community. 

The Inkster Ministerial 
Alliance and the Rev. Horace L. 
Sheffield, a Detroit minister and 
the president of the Michigan 
chapter of Sharpton’s advocacy 
group, the National Action 
Network, organized Sharpton’s 
appearance. 

During his speech, Sharpton 
occasionally broke into song. He 
was adamant, he told the audi¬ 
ence, about his opposition to the 
war in Iraq. 

“Right now, there are so many 
things going on that are negative,” 
he said. “Because of George W. 
Bush, we’re in a war that we have 


no idea how we got into. We’re 
going to have to pay to educate and 
rebuild Iraq, but we can’t do those 
things for ourselves.” 

Sharpton is vying for the 
Democratic presidential nomina¬ 
tion against eight other candidates. 
He bristled at the notion that he 
doesn’t have a chance to win. 

“I’m not the only one that’s 
going to lose, there are eight peo¬ 
ple that are going to lose,” he said. 
“When I walk out onto that stage 
(with the other eight contenders), 
there is no way that they can 
ignore affirmative action, no way 
that they can ignore the issues that 
are going to help us build the walls 
back up in our community.” 

By walls, Sharpton was refer¬ 
ring to what he feels needs to be 
done to create a social structure 
that will help young African 
Americans succeed. He said the 
media and the entertainment 
industry are responsible for per¬ 
petuating negative stereotypes. 

“When I was young, Aretha 
(Franklin) used to sing about 
respect But now it’s different We 
have more African American men

When Sumpter Township police were 
faced with a barricaded gunman in the 
Holiday Woods Mobile Home Park Oct 12, 
Chief Clinton Brown said he found himself 
without sufficient backup. Brown called 
many different law enforcement depart¬ 
ments looking for a special operations 
team for help, but was told that his depart¬ 
ment was not a member of the Western 
Wayne Special Operations Team 
Consortium (WWSOTC), and the group 
would not send help unless there were 
shots fired or an officer-involved shooting 
occurred. Eventually, the Wayne County 
Sheriff Department SWAT Team agreed to 
assist and the situation ended peacefully. 

But Brown said he wants to take steps 
to ensure the department always gets the 
back up it needs. 

Brown said he contacted Northville 
Township Police Chief John Werth, who 
currently serves as president of the 
WWSOTC, about membership in the 
group. He said he was advised to apply for 
membership and that a $5,000 yearly 
membership fee would be charged to the 
township. The consortium also requires 
one officer from the department be a 
member of the team, Brown said. 

“When you look at the importance of 


having access to a special operations team 
in a critical incident and the added protec¬ 
tion for the citizens of the township, it 
appears that the $5,000 per year fee is not 
an outrageous 
fee to pay,” 

Brown said in a 
letter to the 
Sumpter Town¬ 
ship Board of 
Trustees. 

“Sumpter 
cannot do this 
alone,” Brown 
said. “We need 
this.” 

Werth said when the special operations 
team responds to non-member communi¬ 
ties, the department is billed for each offi¬ 
cer that responds to the scene. The recent 
incident in the mobile home park would 
have cost the township about $3,600, 
Brown said. 

The board approved the membership 
fee Dec. 9, but Sumpter Township 
Supervisor Toni Clark said she wanted 
more information about the consortium 
before making a decision. 

“We need someone from the consor¬ 
tium to come in and explain this,” Clark 
said. “We need to know what the training 
does and what it will do for our police 
department” 


Township Treasurer John Morgan said 
Brown had already explained the pro¬ 
gram effectively. 

“We would have no help if something 
were to happen 
tomorrow,” 
Morgan said. 

“If we get into 
an agreement 
(with WWSOTC) 
we would have 
the assistance 
required in a sin¬ 
gle phone call,” 
agreed Trustee 

Tim Rush. 

The benefits of membership include 
better response time in critical incidents, 


according to Brown. Members of the team 
from surrounding communities - includ¬ 
ing Canton, Northville and Plymouth 
townships, and the cities of Northville, 
Wayne and Plymouth - would respond to 
the scene. The chief of police in the area 
where an incident occurs would also have 
some input on how the incident is han¬ 
dled, he said. 

Officers from each department train for 
two days each month and are required to 
respond when the team is called out, 
Brown said. Calls for assistance average 
between 12 and 15 per year, he said. The 
officer appointed to the team would still 
work a regular schedule for the township, 
with a similar commitment as K-9 officers, 
according to Brown.

in jail than in college. We have to rebuild the walls of 
our community.”

No abuse found 

Romulus police said they 
don’t know what caused the 
death of a Romulus infant this

The Romulus Fire and Police 
departments responded to the 
911 call on Dec. 14 at a home on 
Cogswell Road. The baby’s par¬ 
ents told responding officers that 
the infant wasn’t breathing 

When they arrived on the 
scene, workers for the Health 
Link E.M.S. service pronounced 
the infant dead. 

Investigators said they have

The methane gas ventilation 
system will consist of numerous 
8-foot high poles placed around 
the site. The poles will be used to 
allow the methane gas on the site 
to escape into the atmosphere. 

“Think of a circle with a ring 
of tubing around it, the circle 
being the landfill. There will be 
pipes running from the center 
like a spoke of a wheel rising up 
to stacks at a couple hundred foot 
intervals,” said Neil Silver, legal 
counsel on environmental issues 
for the city. “So what it does is 
methane gas rises and it tries to 
find the spot of least resistance 
and it is going to find these tubes 
filled with pea stone. It will then 
collect into these tubes and be 
vented well above anyone’s ambi¬ 
ent air level.” 

Council members were con¬ 
cerned regarding the safety and 
cleanliness of the soil, which 
Keyes is proposing to use to fill 


In infant death 

infant to bed at approximately 10 
p.m. on Dec. 13. Four hours later, 
the father woke up for work and 
the mother went in to check on 
the infant She told officers she 
found him not breathing 

She immediately began 
Cardio Pulmonary Resuscitation 
(CPR) on the infant and called 
for help. 

The medical examiner ruled 
that there were no apparent 
signs of abuse. Investigator's are 
awaiting toxicology reports in an 
attempt to determine the cause 
of death, said police officials. 

and cap the landfill. 

“We have talked to the state 
about that and they are comfort¬ 
able with the soil,” said Keyes. 
“What you are dealing with is 
that hydrocarbons would only be 
on the top layer, if at all. The state 
at this time is not requiring any 
additional testing of the soil.” 

The state is requiring many 
different provisions within the 
agreement to ensure safety on 
the site. 

The cap must be at least 18 
inches thick in the affected areas 
of the site with a vegetative cover 
on top to prevent soil erosion. A 
2,600 linear foot split-rail fence 
must be placed along the western 
boundary and a 700-foot linear 6- 
foot high chain link fence on the 
northern property boundary. On 
these fences, three types of warn¬ 
ing signs must be posted through¬ 
out the site once it is completed. 

The project is still in the 
development stages and will 
require the approval of the city 
council before construction 
begins.

Pickets protest use 
of non-union workers

A union demonstration at the 
site of the new police headquar¬ 
ters in Wayne last week won’t 
slow the construction of the new 
facility, according to police offi¬ 
cials. 

Several picketers blocked the 
two entrances at the site, which 
is located at Howe Street and 
Michigan Avenue, because the 
firm installing the Heating, 
Ventilation and Air Conditioning 
(HVAC) units used non-union 
employees, according to Police 
Chief Mike Sumeracki. 

“We took bids in the initial 
stages of building the building 
and the lowest bidder - which by 
charter we pretty much have to 
accept - used non-union,” he 
said. 

The picketers demonstrated 
peaceably for several days, often 
huddled against the inclement 
weather 

Sumeracki said city policy 
doesn’t require the city to hire 
firms that only use union work¬ 
ers. 

“The City of Wayne has a pre¬ 
vailing wage ordinance, but it 
does not mandate that we have to 
hire union people,” he said. “The 
ordinance simply states that 
whatever the prevailing wage for 
that job is is what we have to pay. 


Any contractors have to show the 
city proof that they pay the pre¬ 
vailing wage for that occupation.”! 

He said the police didn’t have : 
any problem with the picketers, 
who made their point and moved 
on. 

“It’s just one of these things in 
our country: the people have the j 
right to protest and we acknowl- j 
edge that,” Sumeracki said. 
“They’re done with their 
protest” 

Work on the 28,000-square foot 
structure will continue through¬ 
out the winter, he said. The facili¬ 
ty has been buttoned down 
against the cold, and the win¬ 
dows should arrive this week, 
Sumeracki said. 

“Our goal was to get it but-| 
toned up before the extreme cold 
weather set in,” he said. 

The headquarters will be 
constructed on 441 acres of land 
at an estimated cost of $7.2 mil¬ 
lion 

Currently the department, 
which includes more than 40 
sworn officers along with civilian 
employees and dispatchers, 
operates from a 4,700-square foot 
structure on Sims Avenue, 
between the 29th District Court 
building and the senior center 

Sumeracki said it has long 
outlived its usefulness. The new 
headquarters is slated for com¬ 
pletion in the spring of2005.

The City of Plymouth and Plymouth 
Township police departments collaborat¬ 
ed recently in an investigation that took off 
the streets a man suspected of breaking 
and entering into several businesses. 

Det Sgt Bob Antal of the Plymouth 
Township Police Department said they 
arrested 23-year-old Bruce Bear Rudlaff 
and charged him with breaking and enter¬ 
ing a building, a 10-year felony. 

The latest incident took place on Nov 
30, he said Sang Min Park, owner of Taits 
Cleaners on Northville Road arrived at his 
business on Dec. 1 and encountered a sub¬ 
ject inside it, according to Antal. He 
chased the subject out, but later found sev¬ 
eral hundred dollars missing from the 
cash register. 

Antal said police received information 
then from city detectives, who had experi¬ 
enced a rash of thefts from businesses and 
suspected Rudlaff in them, as well. 

“We’ve were looking at him all along,” 
said Det Lt Ed OchaL Rudlaf grew up in 
the community and has been in trouble 
with the law for a laige portion of his life, 
Ochal said 

Township detectives put a line up 
together and Park identified Rudlaf, 


according to Antal. They started to pre¬ 
pare a request for a warrant, but feared 
Rudlaff would strike again. The 
Community Repsonse Team (CRT) put 
him under surveillance. 

“Eventually, Rudlaff was followed to a 
closed business where he was observed to 
pry open the window,” Antal said. He was 
arrested without incident 

Ochal said the suspect would face 
charges in the city incidents, as well. 

“He’s got a long list of charges to face 
from both us and the township," he said. 

Rudlaff’s preliminary court examina¬ 
tion is set for Dec. 19 at 35th District Court 
He’s currently in Wayne County Jail on a 
$100,000 cash bond. 

Ochal said the Twit's Cleaners break-in 
had followed the same form as the previ¬ 
ous ones in the city. Rudlaff allegedly 
broke into several businesses, all within 
his own neighborhood. Ochal said that was 
because he felt more comfortable there, 
and could evade pursuit easier. 

“We’ve had this before, but it’s problem¬ 
atic when he’s got a real inside view of the 
neighborhood,” Ochal said. “It’s not impos¬ 
sible (to catch him). It just takes a little 
longer.”

You gotta have art 

Every community should have a proactive, vibrant organization 
like the Northville Arts Commission (NAC). 

Here is a classic example of a group that can use artistic endeavors 
to further all types of cultural and entertainment values in a commu¬ 
nity. 

Their latest endeavor, a monument on Base Line Road to recog¬ 
nize the efforts of surveyors as they mapped out our country and to 
honor the particular significance that Base Line Road and the State 
of Michigan played in that vital project, has surpassed all expecta¬ 
tions. 

David Barr, the Novi artist who in part designed the work, said 
that, when it came to mapping and surveying land, the State of 
Michigan represented a change in the way of thinking. 

He and others who researched the project told of cartographers 
armed only with a 66-foot length of chain (which had to be heated in 
the wintertime, to maintain the same length) and a compass, traipsing 
through mosquito thick swamps as they literally paved the way for the 
rest of us. 

The NAC has also done its part to educate residents in the past, 
through art lecture series that have looked at different periods in his¬ 
tory and how the arts and culture related to the times. The latest pro¬ 
ject is now different They involved representatives from the state 
Museum of Surveying (yes, there is such a place) and the Northville 
Public School District as they developed something that not only 
looks impressive, but is worth the stop to read. 

This is a group of volunteers that have steadily worked away since 
1980 to promote art in the community, to expand horizons, to teach. 
They have made their mark in the community in intangible ways in 
the past, though these education efforts and other arts events as well 
as through the annual art market that takes place during the Victorian 
Festival. 

Their latest focus, to provide public art throughout the community, 
has also bom fruit and we wish them every success in their upcoming 
endeavors. 

Members of the group referred to the surveyors commemorated by 
the monument as unsung heroes, esteemed professionals. We could 
say the same thing about them. 

State gambling on our vices 

Officials in the State of Michigan have a long track record of know¬ 
ing where to look to increase revenue for the state coffers. 

They simply cater to - or try to tax - our vices. 

Whether it’s an increase in a tax on cigarettes, more lottery games, 
or most recently, the ability for race track owners to install video lot¬ 
tery terminals (VLIk) in their facilities, there is no shortage of behav¬ 
iors can be in advertently make more money for Michigan 

The latest plan, to allow VLTs in racetracks, isn’t a very good one. It 
would turn racetracks into ‘racinos,’ and officials say that will auto¬ 
matically translate into more money for the State of Michigan 

It’s not guaranteed that that will happen, though. The existence of 
such machines isn’t going to magically transform those of us who don’t 
like to gamble or don’t have any disposable income into gamblers. It’s 
unlikely to increase the net number of gamblers in the state. More 
likely, it will only give those that already visit the casinos a different 
option of where they want to go. It’ll spread the money around locally, 
but not state wide. 

The issue has already been approved by the House of 
Representatives, and it’s pending in the Senate, where it’s expected 
to be voted on this week.

The senate has proposed one 
important amendment to the 
package - the ability of local gov¬ 
ernments to have a voice in the 
planning, and possibly the very 
presence of these machines in 
the racetracks. 

That’s important, because it is 
the local municipalities that will 
see more of the benefits and dis¬ 
advantages of these facilities. 
They’ll be the first responders in 
the case of any emergency med¬ 


ical or criminal. They’ll have to 
deal with the influx of more peo¬ 
ple into their communities. 
They’ll have to plan how best to 
preserve the character of their 
towns. 

City council members in 
Northville and, now, Romulus 
are weighing the issue virtually 
every day and paying rapt atten¬ 
tion to the developments. 

This is of particular concern 
in the City of Northville, where 
officials have had a mixed rela¬ 
tionship with Northville Downs 


which is one of the staples of the 
community. If they had their way, 
they wouldn’t have video lottery 
terminals at the track; it’s virtual¬ 
ly diametrically opposed to the 
character of the town they’ve 
tried so hard to preserve. 

Officials there feel that the 
change is inevitable, though, and 
maybe it is. If so, the least the leg¬ 
islature can do as it scrambles to 
increase revenues in any way 
they can is to make sure the local 
governments can protect their 
communities.

It’s hard enough for parents to 
find good, affordable child care 
during regular business hours. 
But for parents working the sec¬ 
ond or third shift, it can be next 
to impossible. 

“There is really a need for 
overnight childcare,” said 
Christina Bolitho, director of the 
soon-to-opened 24-hour 
Spectrum Community Services 
Child Care Center in Westland. 
“I’ve been getting a lot of calls.” 

According to the Michigan 
Community Coordinated Child 
Care (4C) Association, there are 
approximately 430,000 children 
ages 0 -12 in the state of

Michigan who require care by a 
non-relative, but only slightly 
more than 350,000 regulated 
spaces. The 4C Association calls 
the shortage of odd-hour care 
“acute.” 

“There is only one other 24- 
hour care facility in the area that 
I’ve heard of,” said Bolitho. 

The need for overnight child¬ 
care is something that would 
have been unheard of just a gen¬ 
eration ago. However, with eco¬ 


nomic shifts making it harder to 
support a family with just one 
breadwinner, many families have 
both parents in the workforce. 
Other parents are raising chil¬ 
dren alone, without a spouse and 
with extended family far away. 
Add to that the speed of today’s 
society, with never-closed indus¬ 
trial factories and the prolifera¬ 
tion of 24-hour stores like 
Meijer’s Thrifty Acres, and the 
combination is ripe for people 


working odd hours and having no 
one at home to look after the chil¬ 
dren. 

“Many parents can find care 
with grandparents or neighbors,” 
Bolitho said. “But many people 
don’t have this option. What are 
they supposed to do? They need 
to go to work” 

The Spectrum Community 
Child Care Center, scheduled to 
open in January 2004, will be 
able to accommodate up to 80 
children on each of the three 
shifts and will be open 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week The cen¬ 
ter will care for children ages 3 
months to 12 years. 

Bolitho said there were a vari¬ 
ety of features at the 15,500- 
square-foot facility. 


“We have a computer room 
and a study room. We have sepa¬ 
rate age-appropriate play areas. 
We have a sick child area” 
Children spending the night 
will have beds in separate sleep- 
ing areas, with the children 
divided by age and sex. 

The center still has openings, 
according to Bolitho.

Fourth and fifth grade students at 
Ridge Wood Elementary School in 
Northville experienced Native American 
culture firsthand last week when Reg and 
Marca Pettibone presented their authen¬ 
tic Indian dance program. 

According to Lisa Di Rado, junior 
enrichment series chairperson for the 
Ridge Wood Parent Teacher Association 
(PTA), the program began with a request 
from the fourth grade teachers for a 
Native American program to supplement 
the social studies curriculum. Fifth grade 
students also attended the demonstration 
because they studied the relevant section 
last year 

Pettibone said that he and his wife 
demonstrated traditional dances in 
authentic costumes for the students. 
Marca Pettibone performed a traditional 
woman’s dance designed to “give thanks 
to where life comes from, mom and 
Mother Earth.” His dance, Pettibone said, 
was a man’s traditional dance, designed to 
honor the father for taking care of the fam- 
ily. In addition, he said the couple dis¬ 
cussed such things as the Circle of Life, 
how Native Americans lived, and what 
can be done to preserve the Earth during 
the program. Pettibone said that he is a 
full-blooded member of the Ho-Chink 
nation- formerly and, he said, incorrectly 
known as the Winnebago nation- of 
Wisconsin. His wife is a member of the 


Paiute nation of Nevada. 

Pettibone said that he hopes to intro¬ 
duce students to his heritage through 
these demonstrations. 

“Anytime there’s a live demonstration 
and discussion, (the issue) becomes much 
more meaningful (for the students),” said 
Nancy Raynes, principal of Ridge Wood 
Elementary. 

Raynes added that she had seen 
Pettibone perform several years before at 
another school, and that the students 
there were very impressed by the show. 

Di Rado said that she was very 
impressed when she saw Pettibone per¬ 
form in a showcase hosted by the 
Michigan Humanities Council. 

“He (Pettibone) seems like he has a lot 
of energy, and he’s very authentic,” said Di 
Rado. “He’s very, very interesting.” 

She added that seeing a real Native 
American dancer performing his art 
would be extremely helpful for the stu¬ 
dents. 

“We do have the dance and the music 
mixed in with the social studies curricu¬ 
lum,” said Di Rado. 

Raynes agreed, saying that she has 
found that live demonstrations tend to 
result in a number of good things, includ¬ 
ing the opportunity to learn about cultures 
students have never seen before and 
enhancing the meaning of the current cur¬ 
riculum. 

“We’ve been doing this for more than 12 
years in the schools (in Michigan,)” said 
Pettibone.

Sixteen individuals with 
developmental disabilities have 
received the gift of privacy, 
thanks to donations from several 
supporters, including the Wilcox 
Pbundation. The donations were 
used to expand their existing res¬ 
idence, the 28-year-old Plymouth 
Opportunity House (POH), creat¬ 
ing four additional bedrooms and 
two new bathrooms. This renova¬ 
tion means that all of the resi¬ 
dents now enjoy private bed¬ 
rooms. 

“It’s a renovation we’re pretty 
excited about,’’ said Denise King, 
executive director of the 
Community Opportunity Center 
(COO, a non-profit management 
agency based in Livonia. 
Currently COC manages 11 
homes and nine apartment set¬ 
tings in Plymouth, Livonia, 
Garden City, Westland, and 
Redford, including Plymouth 
Opportunity House 

Plymouth Opportunity House, 
located on Deer Street in down¬ 
town Plymouth, was the site of an 
open house last month to cele¬ 
brate the expansion. 

According to King, the 
response to the open house was 
impressive, with more than 125 
guests stopping by for light 
refreshments and a tour of the 
newly renovated private bed¬ 
rooms and common rooms. Each 
guest received a thank you note 
created by the residents and a 
mini-chocolate bar with a label 
hand-stamped by the occupants. 

“It was a happy occasion,” 
said King. 

According to Emory Daniels, 
president of the Community 
Opportunity Center Board, 
Plymouth House was one of the 
first homes of this kind when it 
was created 28 years ago. 

“(It was) an opportunity for 16 
people with developmental dis¬ 
abilities to experience communi¬ 
ty living with peers who ultimate¬ 
ly became their friends,” said 
Daniels. 

Eventually the groundbreak¬ 
ing facility fell behind in terms of 
the amenities offered by other, 


newer facilities. 

“Plymouth House was one of 
only two homes supported 
through (Community Opportunity 
Center) that did not offer people 
a bedroom of their own,” said 
Daniels. 

Although earlier changes cre¬ 
ated eight private bedrooms at 
POH through the redistribution 
of office space and staff quarters, 
four more bedrooms were still 
needed. 

“The expansion now makes it 
possible for all (residents) to have 
his (or) her own bedroom,” said 
Daniels. 

The project which King said 
had a cost of almost $200,000, was 
recently completed. Now, the 
house will begin renovating the 
kitchea 

“The house was built in 1975, 
and it still has the original cabi¬ 
nets which need to be replaced 
due the amount of use they have 


seen over the years,” King said. 

Jeff Stella, of Stella 
Contracting, Inc. in Plymouth, 
has donated and will be 
installing new kitchen cabinets 
and counters. 

According to King, the 
changes are proving very popu¬ 
lar among residents. 

“Those who live at POH are 
very excited about their private 
living quarters and the signifi¬ 
cant life-style changes that this 
brings about,” said King 

She added that the families of 
the residents are equally as excit¬ 
ed about the change. 

“Everybody took a lot of inter¬ 
est in redoing their loved one’s 
room,” said King 

The remodeling was partially 
funded by the Wilcox Trust. 
According to Daniels, the trust 
was founded in 1980 when long¬ 
term Plymouth resident Jack 
Wilcox left his estate in a trust to 


be used to improve the communi¬ 
ty 

‘Jack’s philosophy was that his 
assets should be used to build a 
better future by providing seed 
money to (create) lasting 
improvements or other long-term 
benefits by partnering with orga¬ 
nizations whose projects will 
become self-sustaining and pro¬ 
vide opportunities for others to 
shine long into the future,” said 
Daniels. 

According to King, the Wilcox 
trust provided two-thirds of the 
funds for the renovations, while 
POH was responsible for collect-

ing the remaining third of the 
money. 

‘A lot of families., .contributed 
to the addition,” said King 

Other donors include Manresa 
Alhambras, architect Bill 
Lindhout of Lindhout & 
Associates, and United Parcel 
Service of Livonia. Additional 
donations were collected through 
a fundraiser with Parisian of 
Livonia, and through the annual 
COC golf outing, co-sponsored by 
the Plymouth Community United 
Way, with support from DTE 
Energy, Johnson Control, and 
Visteon.
